- “Sam; I am.. in receipt of yours 
inst., the substance of 


what course the Department desired pur- 
sued in cases where employes in the postal 
service are found violating the law, and 
more especially as to the proper course to 
pursue where it is discovered that post- 


masters are found to be short in 
their accounts by reason of 
using postoflice or money order 


fundsfor private purposes. In reply, I 
have to iuform you that your communi- 
cation has been submitted to the Post- 
master General, who directs me to say 
that where it is found by an inspector 
that the postmaster or any other employe 
of the Postoftice Department is using the 
funds of the office, the facts must be at 
once communicated to the United States 
District Attorney for the district in 
which the offense was committed, with a 
view to the immediate prosecution of the 
offender, and in all cases the inspector 
shall be guided by the advice of the Dis- 
trict Attorney. Postmasters and others 
intrusted with money know, or if not 
they are unfit to hold the position, that to 
use the department funds for private pur- 
poses is, under any circumstances, 
a criminal offense, and in 
every instance where it is 
ascertained funds have been so used 
prosecution should at once follow, and 
all the facts should be immediately re- 
ported with a view to the prompt removal 
of the offenders. It is no part of the duty 
of an inspector to determine whether or 
not an offender should be prosecuted. It 
is sufficient for him to know that an of- 
fense against the postal laws has been 
committed, and his duty is clear, viz., to 
take proper steps to bring the offender to 
justice.“ 
MINOR NOTES. 

The Postmaster-General has issued the 
following order, relative to the r.newal of 
postmasters’ bonds: That when any 
postmaster of the fourth class shall have 
remained in office for five years from the 
date of taking effect of his latest official 
bond, he shall execute a new bond in the 
manner and with sureties as required by 
law, upon notice from the Department.”

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GRANT’S FAREWELL MESSAGE. 


The Words He Leaves for the Boys 
ie Bloe-An Interesting Interview. 
| Special Dispatch to the Gobe-Demoerat.!] 


Boston, Mass., May 16.—An interest- 
ing interview with General Grant, 
in the course of which the old com- 
mander dictated his farewell nessage to 
the brave soldiers who fought under 
him to crush the rebellion; was had last 
Thursday by Lieuterant A. T. Hol- 
brook, of G. A. R. Post 68, Dorchester, 
Mass. 
the Grant mansion in company with 
Mr. A. Howard Walker, of Cincinnati, 


who wished to present the General an 
album containing the autographs of the 
first fifty subscribers to the Grant me- 
morial, soon to be issued from the West. 
The names included the leading citizens 
of Cincinnati, among them the Gover- 
‘nor of Ohio and four ex-Governors, and 
the album formed a souvenir birth- 
day gift, the signatures having been 
made on General Grant’s sixty-third 
birthday. Lieut. Holbrook is a dele- 
gate to the National Encampment of the 
G. A. R. to be held in Portland next 
June, and it is his wish to take from 
his old commander a message to the 
grand army men there gathered. Al- 
though the General was very weak at 
the time, he directed that his visitors 
be at once admitted. Lieut. Holbrook 
: We found him sitting in his 
arm-chair. He arose and received us 
cordially. He expressed himeelf as 
greatly pleased at the tribute from his 
friends in Cincinnati, and the tears of 
joy that stood in his eyes when he said 
it left no room for doubt that he spoke 
from his heart. ‘The souvenir is 80 
beautifully conceived,’ he said, ‘that i 
cannot sufficiently express my pleasure 
at receiving it. When I told him of 
my wish to take a message to the Boys 
in Blue, to be delivered to them at the 
encampment in Portland, Me., in June, 
he arose, took me by the hand and 
said: ‘Tell the boys that they will 
probably never look into my face again, 
nor hear my voice, but they are en- 
graved upon my heart, and I love them 
as my Children. What the good Lord 
bas spared me for is more than I can 
tell, but itis perbaps to finish up my 
book which I shall leave to the Boys 
in Blue, and in which they can not 
only see me, but follow me in the 
acts in which they helped me. 
„Holding my hand thus warmly, he 
walked across the room several times 
with me, and asked me where I was in 
the army. I told him I was on the staff 
of Isaac Ingalls Stevens. Gen. Grant 
smiled very courteously, and said: 
‘Why, Gen. Stevens was a chum of 
mine at West Point, and we used to call 
him the two-eyed, Stevens, on account 
of the reiteration of his initials, Gen. 
Stevens was full of his stories when he 
was a young man, as well as consider- 
able of a politician. I remember his 
saying that he went to a colored church 
and heard the minister give out his text 
as the two-eyed chapter of the two-eyed 
John, and that it so convulsed him that 
he was obliged to leave the building.’ 
Gen. Grant also said that Gen. Stevens 
and other West Pointers, and also 
officials connected with the Mexican 
war, would be specially treated in his 
forthcoming volumes. 
„As we were about to leave, General 
Grant took us into the library and 
showed us the manuscript of his book. 
Col. Fred turned over the leaves of the 
first volume to show us that it was in 
the General’s own handwriting. The 
second volume was partly in his and 
partly not. Of course all his writing 
now is done by an amanuensis. Just 
before we left him he spoke of his ill- 
ness. He said that if the doctors had 
not lived there in the room-—if they had 
been a block away, or been a house 
away, he was satisfied he would never 
have spoken again. He was convinced 
that there was an overruling Providence 
in the whole of his sickness. He says 
that he asked the doctors why they did 
not let him alone and allow him to die 
then rather than to bring him again to 
the consciousness of pain and suffering. 
‘But still,’ he said, ‘I believe in prayer, 
and I believe that an overruling Provi- 
dence has something more for me to do 
in this world, if it is only to finish my 
book. 
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Tax Anglo-Russian agreemént look- 
ing to a settlement of the Afghan boun- 
dary troubles involves, it is now stated, 
the abolition of the neutral zone and 
the fixing of a permanent boundary.

Colonel Komaroff's 
unexpected appearance had such an 
effect that the enemy retreated at once 
withont fighting, and the Russians were 
enabled to occupy Panak and Olti, and 
ip paptate 2000 rifles’ aud 500, 000 car- 


When at a subsequent period of the 
campaign, the Russian troops were or- 
dered to retire from Hadj-Vali, Colonel 
Komaroff, with his detachment, found 
himself placed in a very perilous posi- 
tion by reason of the withdrawal of the 
main column of the Russian force, frem 
which he became separated by a dis- 
tance of from four to five miles, while 
he was exposed to Turkish fire trom the 
twin heights of Great and Little Yalta. 
By a dash he drove off the Turkish cav- 
alry who held the Great Yalta, stationed 
a body of his own men in their place, 
and under cover of their fire brought 
the main part of bis own force round to 
the eastern slope of the hill, where after 
a time they were joined by 1e-inforce- 
ments from the Russian army under the 
very nose of the enemy, and the whole 
force was enabled to retire in order. 
During the attack of the Turks on 
the night of July 31 (Aug. 1) upon the 
Russian camp at Kiouriouk-Dara, Col. 
—or rather at this date General—Kom- 
aroff, for he had already been promoted 
to that rank, was charged with a detach- 
ment to take up a position at Mount 
| Karaal, four versts from the Russian 
camp, and there to act at his own dis- 
cretion. It was on this occasion that 
he received a wound in the breast, 
which, however, did not prove serious, 
the bullet having struck a religious 
medal which he wore.
